The report on the Judiciary investigation 
has at last been presented to the Bar Asso- 
ciation of New York, and substantiates the 
charges of corruption made against Barnard 
and Cardozo. It is noteworthy that the ro- 
port not alone contirms each specific charge 
of bribery and perversion of justice, bat 
also shows that enormous loss and injury
